4. The attached draft of a sation] Seourlty Council Intelligence 
Directive sets forth what, in our opinion, waa the Congressional concept 
of how CIA would work. We believe that none af the baste principles 
are new, but gone of thea save sot before actually beon applied. There 
ere, however, sow novel sagpects, walaly precedural, which tiis Propesal 
would bring ups 


Ze Xf this reper were ascepted, there would he no series of 
WSCTO's. Under the charter hers act ferth, the Director would control 
inp lenentation through DGI's, except whea he determines that a major 
policy question ia raised of specific latercst t the BC. le would 
then make an appropriate reooneandetion and, if approved, the polisy 
degision would become an sseadment or a supplenont te thie peper. Sone 
of the present H5CI5 serkea would therefore fall te the level of DeT*s, 
and those which remained as NSC poliey matters should be very short 
policy statements, mainly of responsibility, to be thoroughly implemented 
by DOl*e. Gn the other hand, certain procedural aapects, normally subject 
for a DCI, would involves policy. Thus the manner of forning and 
eoordinating recommendations to the KSC provably deserves an expression 
of NSC intents Such major polioy papers on procedure probably should 
not bo incerporated into this Directive, but could eccompany 1t as 
procedural appendices.

1. The present distribution list of the CIa feekly Summary is in 
urgent need of revision, The Mat has been expanded from ita original 
mumbsr on a piccemenl, ad hoo basis. Ag it now atands, the distribution 
ie both too large and haphazard. Yoreover, the CIA Weekly Summary, which 
da designed privarily for the attention of top-level personnel in the 
US Government, now gots a wide distribution among intelligence works 
level personnel and other operational people who cen derive only limited 
benefit from it. G1 névds to service these personnel in some more satise

@. OKE proposes three lines of action for dealing with this problem: 


(a) The formulation of a writsen poliey on distribution of the 
CIA Weekly Summary end the eatablishment of « crceedurs for setion 
upon new requests for the ClA Weckly Summary;

The CIA Weekly Summary is an analytic review of trends and 
Gevelopzents of topanst importance to US security. It is designed 
primarily for tha attention of the President and the menbors of the 
Hational Seeurity Couneil., It undertekes te provide thea pericdi-~ 
cally with brief, current intelligence estimtes of the world aitua- 
tion. Distribution ef the CIA Weekly Summary beyond theae individuals 
will be made only on a neod-to=knon beske and will require joint 
review by CiA and the intended reelpient of the usefulness of the 
publisation for kis office.
